pining  would  have  indicated  a conscious- 
ness of  demerit,  or  a want  of  those  fee- 
lings which  belong  to  affronted  and  in- 
sulted female  honour. 

The  “tranquil  and  comfortable  socie- 
ty” tendered  to  me  by  your  majesty 
formed,  in  my  mind,  but  a poor  coinpen 
sation  for  the  grief  occasioned  by  consid- 
ering the  wound  given  to  public  morals 
in  the  fatal  example  produced  by  the  in- 
dulgence of  your  niajes'.y’s  inclijiations  ; 
more  especially  when  1 contemplated' 
the  disappointniem  of  the  nation,  who 
had  fondly  cherished  such  jilcasing 
hopes  of  happiness  arising  from  that 
union,  and  who  had  hailed  it  with  such 
affectionate  and  rapturous  joy.

and  my  natural,  as  well  as  legal  guardian' 
and  protecior  ? j 

Notwithstanding,  however,  the  iinprc-' 
cedented  conduct  of  that  tribunal — con- 
duct which  has  since  undeigone,  even 
in  Parlianmet,  severe  r.nd  unanswered ' 
aniiii-adcersioir,,  and  vvhich  has been  also;

WESTERN  INTERES  rs. 

There  has  been  placed  in  our  hands, 
a letter  from  the  Navy  Goinmissioners, 
addressed  to  Col.  Ricimiid  M.  John- 
son, our  able  and  indefatigable  support- 
er of  the  interests  of  the  western  coun- 
try. The  letter  encloses  two  documents 
which  will  be  found  below  ; — the  one  on 
the  subject  of  the  manufacture  of  sail 
cloth,  cordage  is'e.  and  the  other  on  the 
culture  of  hemp  in  Russia.  We  scarce- 
ly know  which  to  admire  most,  the  zeal 
of  our  senator  in  communicating  with 
the  navy  tribunal  on  this  interesting  to- 
pic, or  the  promptness  and  candor  of 
the  reply.  The  future  prosperity  of  this 
.section  of  the  Union  mainly  depent's  on 
agricultural  and  manufacturing  pursuits. 
Whatever  tends  to  the  encouragement 
of  thee«,  must  be  of  deep  and  rjcncral 
concernment  to  the  people  on  this  side 
of  the  mountains.  The  tariff  bill  discuss- 
ed at  the  last  session  of  congress,  it  is 
hoped,  will  pass  into  a law,  m some 
s ape  or  other,  during  the  approaching 
term  of'  that  great  assemblage  of  na- 
tional legislators.  Virginia,  and  some 
of  the  more  commercial  st.ttcs,  last 
spring,  carried  a high  and  pertinacious 
hand  in  opposition  to  the  encouragement 
of  HOME  INDUSTRY.  Wc  hopc  the  “ aii- 
cient  dominion,”  as  well  as  seme  of  her 
commercial  allies,  will  have  gotten  into 
a better  humor,  before  their  reprtsenta- 
tivesvisit  Washingtonthis  W inter.  Why 
it  is — and  how  it  is — that  a little  tobac- 
co interest  w'ould  deteriorate  the  mag- 
nanimity of  so  old  and  enlightened  a slate 
as  V^irginia,  we  are  at  a loss  to  conjec- 
ture.

Observations  on  the  J\f  thed  of  culti- 
'vaCing  and  /ire/iaring  Ilem/t  in  llussia. 

In  Russia,  when  the  season  is  mild,  the 
the  Hemp  seed  is  sown  about  the  1st  of 

■ June,  old  style.  The  richer  the  soil  ol 
the  land  employed  for  it,  the  belter  : a 
C .ietwirt  of  seed  (one  hundred  Clu  twirts 
are  equal  to  73  quarters  Winchester 
measure)  is  sown  on  a piece  of  laud  of 
80  favhoma  Eugiisl,  fc,,*  long,  tnd  50  fa- 
tlioms  broad.  The  land  is  first  ploughed 
and  harrowed,  and  about  200  single 
horse  loads  of  dung  being  spread  upon 
it,  it  is  left  for  six  days,  when  it  is  again 
ploughed  and  the  seed  is  sown,  and  har- 
rowed the  same  day.  In  about  four 
months  the  seed  becomes  ripe,  and  th 
Heu'p  is  then  pulled  up  with  the  roots. 
If  it  be  allowed  to  remain  too  long  in  the 
ground,  it  is  apt  to  become  too  harsh. 
It  is  bound  into  heads  or  bunches  of  four 
hands  full  each  these  are  hung  upon 
sticks  placed  honzontally,  and  allowed 

■ to  remain  so  for  two  days.  It  is  then 
made  into  cut  or  threshed  hemp  as  be 
most  agreeable.  The  cut  Hemp  is 
made  by  cutting  off  the  heads  containing 
the  seed,  these  are  put  into  the  kiln,  and 
alter  remaining  there  18  hours,  t'ne  seed 
is  beaten  out.  If  threshed  hemp  is  to 
be  made.  The  heads  or  tops  must  not 
be  cut  off,  but  the  bunches  of  Hemp 
placed  entire  in  the  kiln,  and  ifthe  wea- 
ther be  warm  it  will  be  siifficifiitly  dry- 
in  three  days,  when  the  seeds  must  be 
tresned  out  of  the  heads.  In  either 
case  three  days  after  the  seed  is  es- 
para'ted  from  it.  The  hemp  must  be 
put  to  steep  or  rot  either  in  a steam  or 
pond,  and,  that  the  hemp  may  be  entire- 
ly emerged  it  is  put  under  wooden  frames 
upon  which  stones  are  placed,  or  where 
they  are  not  to  be  had,  earth  is  substitu- 
ted, after  the  frames  are  covered  with 
planks.  The  clearer  and  purer  the  wa- 
ter the  better  will  be  the  colour  of  the 
hemp,  where  the  water  is  warm,  three 
weeks  steeping  will  be  sufficient.  lUit 
if  cold,  as  in  Rivers,  Springs,  Sec.  five 
■weeks  or  longer  may  be  necessary.  At 
the  expiralioii  of  this  period,  a head  of 
the  hemp  is  taken  out  and  dried.  If  no- 

Ideating  and  cleaning  it.  The  husk 

Monies  off,  the  hemp  may  then  be  taken 
out  of  the  water  ; but  if  the  husk  still  ad- 
heres to  it,  it  must  be'  allowed  to  remain 
Some  time  longer.  The  trial  must  be 
repeated  from  time  to  time  till  the  husk 
separates,  wlien  the  hemp  must  be  taken 
out  of  the  water  and  suspended  to  dry  as 
before  directed,  on  its  being  taken  ofl' 
the  ground.  The  hemp  is  made  into 
two  sorts,  distinguished  by  the  names  of 
Spring  and  AVinter  hemp,  the  former 
being  dry  and  rather  of  a withered  ap- 
pearance. The  latter  more  moist  an  1 1 
of  a fine  brownish  green  colour.  Con- 
taining more  of  the  vegitablc  oil,  and  | 
therefore  the  most  apt  to  heat,  though  if 
not  shipped  at  St.  Pelersburi-:,  or  Riga, 
before  September,  there  i.s  not  much 
t isk  of  its  heating  any  more  on  board  the 
ships.  Especially  in  a short  voyage,  as 
to  England,  and  are  the  best  for  Cables. 
Ifit  be  intended  that  the  Hemp  should 
be  early  ready  for  market.  It  is  made 
into  Winter  Hemp  by  the  following  pro- 
cess : — On  being  taken  out  ol  water,  it 
is  left  suspended  in  the  open  air  for  a- 
boiit  a fortnight,  where  it  is  put  in  the 
kiln  icr  24  Jicuie.

The  Hemp  to  be  prepered  as  Sprinr 
hemp  is  allowed  to  remain  suspende  ' 
and  expose,!  to  the  weather  the  whole 
w ititer,  until  it  be  dried  by  the  sun  in  tho 
Spfing,  when  it  is  broken  and  cleaned 
itt  the  same  manner  as  Winter  Hemp. 
As  the  greatest  part  of  the  Stimmer 
elapses  before  it  can  be  made  fit  for  the 
market,  none  of  this  hemp  reaches  St 
Petersburg  until  the  following  Spring. 
That  is  two  years  alter  it  was  sown 
The  Hemp  is  sown  in  the  same  manner 
as  Liiitseed,  Rye  or  Wheat.  Land  of  a 
sandy  soil  may  also  be  employed  for  it.

Cloth, ill  a country  where  labour  is  net 
dear,  and  where  the  climate  aiid  soil  ar< 
adapted  to  the  growth  ol  the  material  ol 
w ich  it  is  made,  and  wliciire  it  is  of  c.. 
sy  and  cheap  transportation  to  n arkei, 
could  not,  it  is  belie  .'ed,  f.til  to  yield  att, 
pie  rciuum  ration  for  the  capital  am 
labor  employed  in  it. 

In  the  manufacture  of  Sail  Cloth,  flux 
is  pi-fferred,  both  fo-  t.ie  chi-i  i an.l  waft 
The  yarn  is  spun  l y machinery— and 
both  warp  and  weft  y.irns  are  tliorciigh- 
ly  cleansed  before  they,  are  wove,  by 
steeping  io  plai.i  hot  water,  wasliing  and 
boiling  twice,  with  pot  and  pearl  ashes 
The  oper.uioiii  of  s.ceping,  washing  and 
boiling,  should,  it  is  believed,  be  per- 
ormed  as  lollows: 

FOR  IHK  FRST  BOIII.. 

The  Yarns  to  be  steeped  umicr  cover 
in  plain  hot  water,  without  any  admix 
ture  of  acids  or  their  deleterious  snbstan 
ces,  until  fermentation  begins  to  subside 
which  wiil  generally  take  place  about  five 
days  in  summer,  and  8 in  spring  or  an- 
tuinn,  and  w hen  taken  out  of  the.  stce)>, 
to  be  well  washed,  viz  : The  warp  yarns 
each  mill  full,  six  minutes — and  the 
weft  yarns  each  mill  full,  twelve  min- 
utes. The  yarns  are  then  to  be  himd 
washed  in  a considerable  stream  of  clear 
running  water,  or  through  a five  or  six 
inch  (Hpe  of  clear  water  and  wrung. 
.-Alter  this  they  are  to  be  boiled  from  6 to 
8 hours  according  to  the  strength  of  tlie 
fire  (and  the  boiler  having  neitlur  net- 
tings or  falscbottoms)  with  the  following 
proportion  of  ashes.

c.  ssai  y,care  being  taken  to  turn  snake 
out  tiic  hanks  ol  least  every  second  day. 

. rot;  Tlir.  SEC  OND  BOIL. 

The  yarns  to  be  again  washed  as  above 
and  wrung,  and  afterwards  to  be  boiled 
for  six  hours,  with  tlie  following  pro|)or- 
lion  of  ashes,  viz  : 2lbs.  best  American 
pearl  to  4 8 lbs  of  yarns,  to  be  again  hand 
washed  and  •.'/rung,  and  then  lobe  put  on 
pole?,  prcipcrly  si'.akcn  out  and  hung  in 
me  open  air  fr-tm,  7 to  1 4 days  according 
to  the  Slate  of  the  weather,  and  if  not 
then  dry,  to  be  ciried  in  a stov^  or  drying 
house  ; and  it  is  now  ready  to  be  wove  on 
bobbins,  warped  and  put  in  the  loom. 

None  of  these  op  ;raiions  of  preparing 
the  yarns  can  be  performed  dming  the 
months  of  Novemher  and  December,  or 
January — ai.d  seldom  in  I-'ebruary,  ex- 
( ept  it  be  in  very  mild  and  temperatt 
climates. 

As  tothc  method  of  wealing,  it  lias 
been  observed  that  the  cloth  can  be  wo- 
ven ecjually  well,  eillicr  by  power  cr 
hand;  but  it  is  believed  that  the  manu- 
facturer would  find  it  greatly  to  his  in- 
t<T;  St  to  weave  by  ])ower.  The  cloth 
when  wove  is  30  inches  wide,  and  cact 
bolt  contains  40  yards.  There  are  E 
numbers  used  in  the  American  service, 
their  weight  and  price  arc  as  follows  :
